But when any body obſerves the great E- 
clipſe of the Sun, which is the darling Em- 
blem of France; and that it was more paTr- 
ricular!ly pointed at,and compleat in the Do- 
minions of France, and Spain z and what 
great things have immediately follow- 
ed, how can they help being a little ſpe- 
culative upon this Head ? 

Who can but wonder, that the firſt 
Year that ever this great Sun, or great Mo- 
narch carrying the Sun in its full Strength 
for bis Emblem or Scandard, ſhould ſufter 
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ſo great an Eclipſe of his Glory, .and fo ſen- 
ſible a Decay in his Luftre ? the Sun of 
Heaven, the Glory and LikeneſG of its 
Maker,and which this Monarch had cloathed 
himſelf with,ſhould at the ſame time ſuffer 2 
Total Eclipſe of its Brightneſs, juſt over or 
juſt reſp-Qing his Dominion only. 
Fur my part, 1 ſhould think we were 
wanting to our Judgments, if we were 
blind to the Connexion and Concurrence of 
Circumftances and Providences intheWorld; 
I allow the Eclipſes of the Sun are no Mira- 
cles, but the Conſequences of known and di- 
rea Cautes ; and perhaps could ſay enough 
to convince the World, ] am not ignorant e- 
nough in Aitronomy, to be impoſed upon jn 
that Caſe, 

But Wars, Battles, Revolutions of Na- 
tions, and the Rite and Fall of Princes, how-

vaniage, which this Nation may reap from 
the preſent Revolution of Aﬀairs in Flan- 
ders; and which I humbly recommend to 
our Merchants to apply thcmtelves to the 
procuring z* and which if they think it not 
below them tov conſule mc in, I may per- 
haps be ſume way afhiftant in, more to th*ir 
Advantage than they are aware of. 

To come-at the particulars of this, it will 
be abſolutely neceflary to make an unhap- 
py Recapitui.tion of cue cf thoſe many 
Steps, our vile Men have taken to ruin the 
Engliſh Trade, under the Weakneſ: of their 
Efforts to ſupport it» - 

Tis certain, Focls in one Sence are as fa- 
tal in > Goverament, as Knaves; and it 
is equally miſchievous and alike to me, 
whether Iam rvuin'd by the Ignorance or 
the Deſign of thoſe thac attempt me. 

In our late officious Times, when Men 
would be medling with what they did not 
underRand ; and lixe the Taylor, that ſtole 
the Ruſhes to keep his Hand in Uſe, would 
be doing ſumetding, tho' it was Milchict : 
Certaia learned, legiflating, Manufatture- 
ſpoiling,poor-employing Gentlemen, in the 
Abundance of their Und-ritanding, as to 
Trade, moft (cdulovily appli: 4 themiclves 
to obtaia a Prohibition of Fladers Lace ; 
that our Cuuntry Maidcns might not waat 
Empy!loymre ve.

LK.BCiesS attendiig (his Melccrgund not have 


look'd right forward only, what tho” Sic 
F——s, and ſome others might eye the ſe- 
curing their Intereſts for EleQions in the 
Lace-making Towns of great M=———w, 
and others 3 had they been capable of 
the leaft Regard to the g-nervl Scale of 
Trade ; had they conſfider'd what a conſi- 
derable Trade we drove to Flanders with 
our woollen Manufafture, and how this 
Prohibition would incenſe the Spaniſh G9- 
vernment there, thzy would certainly have 
conlider'd better of it, before they had con- 
cluded to give ſo fatal a Stroke to their 
Countries Proſperity. 

But like the Vote againft the making the 
Soldiers Clothes in Holland, by which to 
employ a few Eng!iſþ Taylors at home, you 
loft clothing 800co Men a year in the Durch 
S-rvice with Engliſh Cloth; and which im- 
mediatcly ſunk th- _ K-riies 10 5+ 
in 36s. on the Valuez ſo this AA fatally 
paſs'd, by which to employ a few Lace Ma- 
kers at home, you prohidited th Impor- 
tation of Flanders Lace 5 and the Flemings, 
as who could expett any other? immediate- 
ly prohibit your woollen ManufaRtures upon 
pain of Death; and ſo at once you ftab'd 
tne Natiun in the moſt ſenſible Part, the 
very Vi:als of her Trade, viz. her Woollen 
Goods to above 25co00 ), a Year. 

Nor was this Prohibition of any great 
Szrvice hcre, for oli frequent Mourn- 
ings, ib thoſe ſhim-Pairiors bil bereer 
hive 100k care 89 have reprlated, foun tank 
te Lice Trade to ſuc', a low Eb that had 
they valerv'd it, there was indeed no oc- 
Cation Of a P.ohibitiun, Lace univ* rially 
going out or Wear tor chele 19 Years paſt 
at 
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At leaſt, and is not like to recover it ſelf 
to any Degree. 

Atter this Abridgment of our excentrick 
Meaſures here in Trade, I come to my 
Point, which is to remind our Merchants, 
that now is the Juntture, when by th- 
great Influence her Majefty has over the 
Flemiſh Government, and while his Grace 
'the Duke of Marlborough is upoa the Spot, 
laving th2m from Deftiruttion and French 
Bondage ; this prejudicial Prohibjtion may 
be releals'd in Flanders, and ouc Trade for 
the Woollen Manufactures there be revized 
and reftored. 

Nor is there any doubt, but at the firſt 
Motion that way from the Guvernment 
here, the Matter may be jmmediately ad- 
juſed, any more than it is to be queſtion'd, 
that her Majzſty, whoſe Ears are always 
open to the juſt Requeſts, and the true 
Interet of her SubjeUs, will on the fiſt 
Motion, for a thing ſo publickly beneficial 
tothe Nation in general, be very forward 
ta e[poule [o great an Article of Trade, and 
obtain ſo conliderable a Grievance to be 
redrelſs'd.
